TITLE X=PROTECTION OF BODIE 
BOWL 


SEC. 1001. SHORT TITLE. 
This title may be cited as the "Bodie Protection Act of 1994". 


SEC. 1002. FINDINGS. 


The Conaress finds thal = ; ; 
(1) the historic Bodie gold mining district in the State 
of Ps ifornia is the site of the largest and best preserved 
authen- 
tic ghost. town in the western United States: 
(2) the Bodie Bowl area contains important natural, histori- 
al, and aesthetic resources: 

3) Bodie was desianated as a National Historical T.and- 
mark in 1961 and a California State Historic Park in 1962, 
is listed on the National Reaister of Historic Places. and is 
included in the Federal Historic American Buildinas Survev: 

nearlv 200.000 nersons visit. Bodie each vear. nroviding 
the local ecanomv with imnortant annual tourism revenues: 
(5) the town of Bodie is threatened hv nronosalSs to exnlore 
and extract minerals: minina in the Bodie Bowl area mav 
have adverse nhvsical and aesthetic imnacts on Rodie's histori- 
cal intearitv. cultural values. and ahost. town character as well 
as on its recreational values and the area's flora and fauna: 
(6) the California State I.eaislature. on Sentemher 4. 1990, 
reauested the President and the Conaress to direct the Sec- 
retarv of the Interior to nrotect the ahost. town character. 
ambience. historic buildings, and scenic attributes of the town 
of Bodie and nearbv areas: 

7) the Coto State T.eaislature also requested the Sec- 
retarv. if necessarv ta nrotect the Radie Rowl area. to withdraw 
the Federal lands within the area from all forms of mineral 
entry and patent:

1990 and 1991 renort to Conaress entitled "Threatened and 

Damaaed National Historic landmarks" and recommended

oe approving any mining activity plan within the Bodie 

Owl.
